Philippine Surrender Invalid. 
[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 


Madrid, Aug. 19, 5 p. m.—The government 
has resolved to insist that the capitulation 
of Manila after the signing of the protocol 
shall have no effect in the peace negotiations 
unfavorable to Spain.

Two Men of the First Illinois Victims 
on the Steamer Oli- 
. vette, 


Newport News, Va., Aug. 19.—The hos- 
pital ship Olivette from Santiago with 200 
sick soldiers on board arrived in Hampton 
Roads at 2 o'clock this afternoon, 

Dr. Pettus, surgeon in charge of the ma- 
rine hospital service at Fort Monroe, fmme- 
diately boarded it and proceeded to ascer- 
tain the condition of thesick. The examina- 
tion made by the doctor was satisfactory, for 
when he came ashore he spoke in high 
praise of the ship and its officers. The ves- 
sel, he sald, was in excellent condition in 
every department. It is in charge of Major 
A. H. Appel, Stirgeon, U. S. A. 

It was not expected that the Olivette 
would put any of its sick ashore at Old 
Point. It had orders before lédving San- 
tlago to call at Fort Monroe for orders. 
Fever and dysentery are the prevailing all- 
ments on board and on the voyage up the 
coast five men died and were buried at sea. 
Major Appel was anxious to bring north for 
interment the body of Major Conrad, who 
expired shortly after the ship sailed, but 
he found it impossible to do so and the re- 
mains were deposited with military honors 
in the sea.

Havana, Aug. 19.—A committee called on 
General Blanco today and urged a popular 
subscription for the purpose of increasing 
the Spanish navy and erecting a statue in 


other works. General Blanco answered that 
he found the petition logical and practical, 
and promised to interest 9 in further- 
ing the desires of the petitioners. 

4 Spanish steamer arrived from Caibarien 
yesterday having on board Sefior Rafael 
Vassallo y Rosa, the Civil Governor of Porto 
Principe. A number of residents of Nuevi- 
tas are also on board the steamer, ‘ 

At 9 o'clock on the night of Aug. 14 a band 
of 100 insurgents under commiand of the 
leader, José Camajo, entered a village be- 
tween Forts Espana and Secarraga. The 
insurgents, aided by. the darkness, reached a 
store on Camague 
without attracting the attention of the resi- 
dents. While they were entering Cuevas, 
near Fort Alamano, a sentinel saw them and 
fired. They were also fired upon from the 
forts and a number of shots were discharged 
at them from the village. One sentinel was 
killed. The invaders plundered stores and 
private houses, including the residence of 


was stolen, clothing and jewels, leaving the 
inhabitants with only the clothing they had 
on. The insurgents burned the store of 
Manuel Herandez on Real street, in revenge 
for the wounding of one of their officers. 
They carried away all the property which 
they could remove, driving off many head of 
horses and cattle, and carrying away large 
quantities of clothing and jewelry. 

Owing to the suspension of hostilities the 
attack was eatirely unexpected. 

On the night of Aug. 17 there arrived at 
Cayo Frances an American steamer under 
command of Lieutenant Ern, with provis- 
ions for the American army operating in 
that province. While distributing bread in 
the forts protecting the railroad between 
Caibarien and Placetas a party of insur- 
gents who were ambushed in t woods 
fire? upon and wounded several firemen of 
Havana who were engaged in the work of 
distribution. The wounded were removed 
to the Red Cross hospital. 

The insurgents occupy the hill at Cueto, 
in Havana Province, and have hoisted e 
flag, the colors and design of which cannot 
be distinguished. 7 

While foraging at Hill San Adrian, in Ma- 
tangas Province, a Spanish squadron was 
attacked by insurgents. They replied to 
the e of the attacking party, and the 
leader, Machado, was killed.

WIN THEIR FAME AT MANILA. 


One Colorado Soldier Pulls Down the 
Spanish Flag, the Other Raises 
Old Glory. 


Denver, Colo., Aug. 19.—(Special.]—The 
news of the surrender of . — — min- 
led grief and joy to Colorado, for one of her 
soldiers, Charies Phenix, lost his life while 
hauling down the Spanish flag on the ram- 
parts of Malate, and the other, Richard G.

harles Phenix was a Denver boy, who 
enlisted last May in this city, and was as- 
signed to Company L as a private. He ar- 
rived in this city a year ago from Windsor, 
Mo. The wretched condition of his health 
induced the stalwart young Missourian to 
seek the beneficial clime of Colorado, and 
bidding good-by to his aged parents and a 
brother, who has since succumbed to con- 
sumption, this strapping six-footer of 22 
came West. In a brief time he secured a 
position with George N. Anderson, livery 
stables. He was so well liked by his em- 
ployer that he eventually made his home 
with Mr. and Mrs. Anderson. 

Perhaps the fighting blood that young 
Phenfx inherited from his father, who 
fought in the civil war on the side of Con- 
federacy, induced this quiet country boy to 
enlist. He spoke frequently of wishing that 
he could go to the war, and one afternoon 
Phenix slipped away from the stable and 
visited the armory. 

“I have enlisted,“ he announced trium- 
phantly when he returned an hour later. As 
Phenix was known to be still far from be- 
ing a sound man physically his reception in 
the First Colorado Volunteers occasioned 
some surprise. Phenix explained how he 
was accepted in a few brief words to Mr. 
Anderson, saying: When I reached the 
armory a big fellow just asked me if I did 
not want to enlist and I said I reckonéd I did, 
and that was about all there was toit.“ 

Phenix just before leaving wrote a long 
letter to the aged couple who loved him, tell- 
ing them not to grieve, that he would come 
home all right and a fell-fledged Colorado 
soldier. 

The news of the death of this brave adopt- 
ed son of Colorado has deeply affected Mr. 
and Mrs. Anderson, who almost stood in the 
light of adopted parents to the lonely young 
Missourian. 

Richard G. Holmes, soldier, college athlete, 
and footbali player scored a touchdown, so 
to speak, when he planted the Colorado reg- 
imental colors on the heights of Malate at 
Manila. Holmes is the color bearer and is a 
physical giant, being not only the tallest 
man among the Colorado Volunteers, but 
head and shoulders above any one of the 
American soldiers in the Philippines. He 
would prove a match in any kind of a con- 
test for three of four Spaniards. 

Holmes is 6 feet 5 inches high and weighs 
210 pounds. le was right guard of the 
Lafayette College football team in its fam- 
ous game with Philadelphia College in 1896, 
and was brought to Denver from his broth- 
er's ranch in Montana to coach the Denver 
Wheel club football team.

HERR wolff is 
CHARGED WITH A 
GRAVE OFFENSE. 


German Explorer Accused of Act- 
ing as a Judge in China and 
Freeing Thirteen [lurderers of 
Missionaries. 


Berlin, Aug. 19.—Herr Eugen S. Wolff, the 
well-known German explorer, who has just 
returned from China, where he acted as the 
correspondent of the Tageblatt, is being 
prosecuted upon a charge of having, without 
authority, assumed the role of judge and 
with having liberated thirteen Chinese mur- 
derers of German missionaries. 

According to the evidence of Bishop Anger, 
om which the prosecution is based, Herr 
Wolff, having heard of the trial, appeared 
in court with a dog named Schuster. Four 
vacant chairs stood in the hall in which 
the trial was to be held. Wolff ted him- 
self in the most imposing of these, saying: 

„n take the highest, and you, Herr 
Schuster (addressing the dog) will take the 
second highest to my right.“ 

Then he ordered the clerk of the court into 
the next chair on his right, and lastly, with 
a gesture, bade the wondering mandarin to 
take the fourth and lowest chair. 

The mandarin questioned. Wolf's author- 
ity, whereupon the latter drew a roll of 
papers from his pocket and flourished it as 
his authority; and the prisoners being intro- 
duced and declaring their innocence, Herr 
Wolff solemnly acquitted them and declared 
the proceedings ended. He then saddled 
his horse and departed.

The Illinois Steel company owns 
and operates the Lake Shore and Eastern 
road, which has close connection arrange- 
ments with every line entering in Chi- 
cago. It also has a trackage privilege with 
the Rock Island between Chicago and Joliet, 
so that the company can deliver ore to its 
Joliet plant at a low rate.“ 


furnaces constituted the beginning of what 
now comprises the works of the Illinois Steel 
company. In 1869 the people of Joliet voted 
to give a bonus of $75,000 to have what 
was subsequently incorporated as the Joliet 
Iron company located at their town. Just 
about that time John Lambert took up his 
residence in the WIll County capital. He 
has therefore closely watched the growth of 
this enterprise and, being in something of 
a remininiscent mood last night, told a 
story which is of interest in connection with 
the new consolidation scheme. 

As he remembers the early history, A. B. 
Meeker was at the head of the combination 
that promoted the proposition to establish 
somewhere in Illinois a rolling mill for the 
manufacture of iron rails. As was custom- 
ary in those days, they went about the State 
asking bonuses from various towns. Joliet,

was built in 1895 for the purpose of being 


appointed for that purpose visited the sev- 
eral properties, put a valuation on them, and 
in 1887 the consolidation was effected. It is 
said to be well understood that Forbes-Leith 
and H. H. Porter, with their Joliet and 
Bridgeport concerns, against the North and 
South Chicago plants, got much the better of 
the deal. 

Seema O. W. Potter went in as the First 
President of the new company, but he did not 
remain long. Dissatisfaction over prices 
created bad feeling among the stockholders 
and Mr. Potter resigned. J. C. Morse was 
elected to succeed him. But matters did 
not improve. In fact they grew worse. The 
property was unproductive and the price of 
the stock went down from 150 until it w 
offered freely in the market at from 30 to 40. 
The company also found itself badly in debt 
and the plants were allowed to run down. 

It was in 1805 that Mr. Morse tendered his 
resignation, and the stockholders selected 
John W. Gates President of the company. 
When Mr. Gates took hold he found a lack 
of harmony in the organization. Interests 
were warring with each other, and the busi- 
ness was in bad shape. But he removed all 
the obstacles and succeeded in putting the 
great enterprise on the best possible footing. 
Under his management the indebtedness has 
been reduced, the steel plants have been re- 
modeled, and the old blast furnaces re- 
placed by mew ones. The Joliet plant is now 
said to be the largest and best rod mill in the 
world, having a capacity of over 1,000 tons 
a day. The force employed numbers 2,500 
men. One of the most modern plate milis in 
the United States has been bunt at South 
Chicago, and altogether the entire works are 
sai@ to be the equal in every respect, if not 
the superior, of any other on this continent. 

The Elgin, Joliet and Eastern railroad ex- 
tends from Waukegan on Lake Michigan 
via Spalding and Joliet to Porter, Ind. (130 
miles), and the branch lines to Aurora, III., 
and Hammond and Whiting, Ind., bringing 
the total mileage up to 180 miles.

Springfield, Bloomington, and Peoria en- 
tered into the contest. The $75,000 voted by 
Joliet was as much as any of the others of- 
ered, and, having the advantages of a rock 
foundation, as well as stone for building pur- 
poses, cheaper than any place else, it got the 
prize. 

The little works were soon erected and the 
operation begun with a force of seventy- 
five employés. They ran along pretty well 
until the panic of 1873 came, then trouble 
commenced. The company failed, owing 
everybody in Joliet it could owe, and quit 
business. Merchants in the town had to 
stand nearly all the losses of the failure, as 
they had accepted the company’s scrip 
issued in payment of their wages to its em- 
ployés. 

Finally Samuel Reed was appointed re- 
ceiver for the concern, but did nothing with 
it. He was relieved and the court named 
W. S. Brooks to succeed him. Mr. Brooks 
hustled around and got permission from the 
stockholders and others having anything to 
say about it to rekindle the fires and resume 
operations. 

He did not run long, however, until A. J. 
Forbes-Leith appeared on the scene with a 
proposition to buy the plant. Mr. Forbes- 
Leith then lived at St. Louis, and formed a 
syndicate there to back him. By an order 
of the court the concern was sold to him, and, 
according to Mr. Lambert, he got it for “a 
mere song.“ The original stockholders were 
wiped out entirely, and the new owners 
changed the name to the Joliet Iron and 
Steel company. 

Mr. Forbes-Leith and his people were 
fortunate in taking hold just at the time 
when railroad building throughout the West 
was booming and when they could get $100 
a ton for all the steel rails their mill was 
able to make. 

It is generally understood that during the 
first three or four years the company did 
$12,000,000 worth of business, and the plant 
increased until it was one of the largest and 
best in the country. It held the record for 


the largest tonnage in rails. 


Then the North Chicago Steel works, built 
and managed by O. W. Potter, became a 
factor, and a little later, or along about 1880, 
the Bridgeport establishment was bought 
by H. H. Porter, who rebuilt, enlarged, and 
generally improved it. It came into promi- 
nence. Shortly thereafter the South Chica~ 
go works, owned by the North Chicago con- 
cern, loomed up. 

As a result these three institutions became 
powerful competitors of the Joliet Iron and 
Steel company. It was soon discovered that 
their capacity would be greater than the 
probable demand for rails. By reason of its 
location, the South Chicago: plant had so 
much advantage in rates that it could turn 
out its product much cheaper than that of 
any of the others. So, the question of con- 
sclidation presented itself, and a committee

an outer belt line for the transferring of 
freight from one Chicago line to another 
without breaking bulk, and also to reach the 
coal fields. Earnings for ten months, 1897- 
98, were $1,147,614 gross, $413,104 net. Divi- 
dends were passed. In 1896 3 per cent was 
paid, and jn April, 1898, 1% per cent was paid. 

The company was organized in 1882 and re- 
organized in 1887. The authorized stock is 
$20,000,000, of which $16,500,000 is issued and 
paid up. 

The Minnesota Iron company owns about 
40,000 acres of land and seven iron mines 
in St. Louis, Itasca, and Lake Counties, 
Minn.; also $3,000,000 stock and $3,500,000 
second mortgage bonds of the Duluth and 
Iron Range railroad; also nine large steel 
steamers and five steel barges, costing about 
$2,500,000. The output from the mines was 
in 1897 near 2,271,569 tons. Dividends of 
6 per cent were paid in 1891 and 1892. In

cent was paid, and in April, 1898, 144 per cent 
was paid.

rounded the extraordinarily sudden de- 
parture of the Princess of Wales for the 
Danish capital, a departure which, it may 
be remembered, gave rise to all sorts of 
sensational stories, some of which were 
based on the belief that there had been a 
revival of the former bitter quarrel of the 
Prince and Princess in connection with the 
Countess of Warwick. ; 

The fact is that Queen Louise of Den- 
mark, who, up to a short time ago, was cele- 
brated as the most remarkable politician of 
her day, and as a superior in statecraft even 
to Prince Bismarck, whom she worsted on 
a memorable occasion, has lost her reason 
and fallen into a complete state of senile 
dotage. 

The destruction of her so brilliant intellect 
seems to have been sudden, almost like the 
extinction of a lamp of which the ofl has 
become exhausted. It occurred on the day 
following the arrival of the Dowager 
Czarina and her children at Copenhagem 
and it is ascribed by the doctors to the ex- 
citement caused by the meeting with her 


favorite daughter. 


‘Mind Almost a Blank. 


The mental breakup was accompanied by 
a species of physical collapse, which, al- 
though extremely alarming for a few hours, 
subsequently yielded to treatment, although 
the mind of the royal woman, who is now 
over 80, is almost a complete blank. 

It was the widowed Empress of Russia who 
first observed her mother’s condition, and 
she was so alarmed thereby that she at once, 
on her own responsibility, dispatched tele- 
grams to her brother, the King of Greece, 
at Aix-les-Bains; to her sister, the Princess 
of Wales, at Cowes, and to her youngest sis- 
ter, the Duchess of Cumberland, at Gmun- 
den, in Austria, requesting them to hasten 
to Copenhagen at once instead of waiting 
for the date originally fixed for their assem- 
bling there—that is to say, 4 fortnight later. 

The physical collapse of the Queen was 
merely momentary, and this explains why, 
on the day of the departure of the Princess 
of Wales on the ground of the iliness of her 
mother, dispatches were received from 
Copenhagen announcing that the aged sov- 
ereign had been out driving with her daugh- 
ter, the widowed Czarina. 

The Princess of Wales, it may be added, 
was accompanied to Copenhagen by her 
principal physician, Sir Francis Laking, who 
had until then been attending the Prince of 
Wales, but who proceeded to Copenhagen in 
the hope of being able to restore to some ex- 
tent the mental faculties of Queen Louise, 
who has often been nicknamed the Mother- 
in-law of Europe,” owing to the fact that she 
had married her children so splendidly, be- 
sides obtaining a throne for her second son, 
William, who rules as King George of 
Greece. 

Power in European Politics. 

No woman has exercised a more remarka- 
ble influence on the course of events dur- 
ing the last forty years, and it is no secret 
that she was the chief counselor of the dead 
Czar, whose domestic and foreign policy 
she inspired, and for whose anti-German at- 
titude she was mainly responsible. 

The Franco-Russian alliance, indeed, was

Spain expects also at Paris to make over- 
tures for treaties of commerce in which she 
will ask for special concessions for her im- 
ports from Cuba and Porto Rico in exchange 
for special favors to American imports in her 
Oceanican archipelagoes. 

It is admitted that the principal mission of 
the Paris commission will be the Philippines, 
which Spain intends to approach on the un- 
derstanding that the surrender of Manila 
having taken place after the signing of the 
protocol cannot possibly modify the interna- 
tional situation agreed to by both of the high 
contracting parties. 

In virtue of that document, therefore, 
Spain contends that the surrender of Manila 
does not imply the surrender of the whole 
Philippine archipelago nor of the Spanish , 
archipelagoes, and the Madrid government 
will virtually enter upon the negotiations at 
Paris exactly as if Manila had been handed 
over on the execution of the protocol. 

The negotiations, both in the West Indies 
and in Paris, are expected to last for weeks, 
if not for months. 


Carlos Will Wait for Peace. 

L CABLE TO THE NEW YORE 
JOURNAL AND THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 
Lucerne, Aug. 19.—In answer to ques- 
tions submitted to Don Carlos, Count Mal- 
gar, his chamberlain, has made the fol- 
lowing statement regarding the pretender’s 

uprising in Spain: 

I did not say, as has been reported, that 
my chief would issue a proclamation to 
his adherents in Spain as soon as the pre- 
Mminaries of peace had been signed. I did 
say, and I repeat it, that he will do so when 
peace itself shall have been formally de- 
clared. The exact date, therefore depends 
upon the time when the Paris peace com- 
mission shall have concluded its labors. 

Don Carlos has not ordered the present 
risings in Spain. They are spontaneous 
outbursts, showing that the spirit of the 
nation is with the Prince. We do not need 
men. We can count upon 60 many fighting 
men in Spain that we have declined assist- 
ance from outsiders. We do not anticipate 
much opposition.“

Men Who Will Arrange for the Evacu- 
ation of the Island Appointed 
in Madrid. 


Madrid, Aug. 19, 10 p. m.—The Cabinet 
Council tonight decided to appoint as the 
commission of evacuation for Cuba the fol- 
lowing: 

General Gonzales Parrado, second in com- 
mand in Cuba. 

Rear Admiral Luis Pastor Landero, who 
succeeded Admiral Navarro, the Spanish 
commander in Cuban waters. 

Marquis de Montoro, Minister of Finance 
in the Insular Cabinet. 

The Porto Rican commission has not yet 
been appointed, the government awaiting an 
expression of the views of Governor General 
Macias; but it has been decided that Admiral 
Vallarino shall be one of the commissioners. 

The peace commissioners have not been 
nominated, but it is believed the composition 
of the commission has been decided upon, 
though the names of its members will not 
be published yet, as the government is re- 
solved to take advantage of the delay 
granted by the protocol, in order to avoid a 
Cabinet crisis. 

Havana, Aug. 19.—9:50 p. m.—The govern- 
ment has appointed a Spanish commission to 
consider a definitive basis for a treaty of 
peace. The personnel of the commission, 
however, is not announced. It is reported 
the questions to be discussed are as follows: 

“ First—Cession of territory and the deter- 
mination of conditions and indemnification 
by the United States against damage to 
public buildings, courts, and the estate’s 
lands. 

**Second—Indemnity for war and navy 
material mutally agreed on to come into 
possession of the United States. 

“ Third—Conditions and time for the evac- 
uation. by troops and volunteers, with the 
war material agreed on. ; 

“ Fourth—Commercial and custom house 
advantages to be conceded. 

“ Fitth—The recognition of property of all 
kinds of all Spanish citizens and guarantees 
to be offered them during their stay in the 
Island. 

“ Sixth—The form of government to be 
established in Cuba.“

SAMUEL BREAKWELL 
ARE LAID TO REST. 

Woman from Whom He Was bi- 

vorced Does Not Attend the Fu- 


neral of the Murdered Preacher 
—Pethke Crazed with Remorse.

The body of the Rev. Samuel Breakwell, 
who was stabbed to death last Wednesday 
by Carl Pethke, was burled.yesterday inthe 
little cemetery at Lake Forest. The Meth- 
odist Church at Highwood was crowded at 
the funeral services, which were conducted 
by the Rev. L. B. Hibbard. 

The minister commended the friends of 
the slain man for the deferance they had 
shown to law and order in refraining from 
executing summary justice on the assassin. 
At the grave the burial service of the For- 
esters was read. 

The Mrs. Breakwell, who had been 4i- 
vorced from the minister, was not at His 
funeral. She left Highwood early in thé 
morning to go to Waukegan, where she 
spent an hour in the Sheriff's office at the 
jail sobbing for an opportunity to speak 
with Pethke. The Sheriff refused to let 
her see him, and said Pethke was raving in 
remorse for his crime. She then begged

Mrs. Breakwell has to leave the house 
where she boarded with Pethke. mort- 
gage that Pethke himself had given is to 
be foreclosed at once.

The Rev. Mr. Breakwell's widow, to whom

Cincinnati, O., Aug. 19.—[Special.]—A dis- 
patch from Washington to the Commercial- 
Tnibune says: 

President McKinley is tonight consider- 
ing the appointment of United States Sen- 
ator James McMillan of Michigan to be Am- 
bassador to England, in place of John Hay, 
who is to become Secretary of State. 

Secretary MeMillan's selection is strongly 
urged by Secretary of War Alger and by 
Governor Pingree of Michigan, who has been 
in the city for several days, presumably 
for this purpose. It is not known if Senator 
McMillan would accept the appeintment 
even if tendered by the President, but it is 
now believed he will have an opportunity 
to take or refuse it.

The canal can be 
built for from 100,000, 000 to $140,000,000, as 
shown by estimates made by experts. 

Is the canal desirable? That the canal 
would reduce the distance between New 
York and San Francisco 10,000 miles is alone 
a sufficient answer in the affirmative. The 
railways and canals of the country have 
made all sections accessible and available 
and have increased the wealth of the United 
States. Railways have been built in ad- 
vance of the population and have carried 
emigrants to the Western lands, where 
there is now a teeming population develop- 
ing the broad acres and mines. 

Mr. Miller also referred to the several 
canals that had materially aided in open- 
ing ‘up the country. The Nicaragua canal 
would alone save us 10,000 miles and would 
afford a great outlet for those States on the 
Pacific coast. The continent is gridironed 
with transcontinental roads, but these do 
not alone afford the advantages that could 
be secured by a canal. It is a question of 
theap transportation and the Nicaragua 
canal would solve the problem. Within ten 
years after the completion of the canal the 
population of the Pacific States would in- 
crease 10,000,000. One of the best results 
of the late Spanish-American war is that it 
will smoot the building of the Nicaragua 
cana 


Nimmo Opposes the Canal. 

Joseph Nimmo @ Washington, D. C., was 
the next speaker. He said the question had 
been considered historically, geographical- 
ly. and from an emergency standpoint, but 
little attention had been paid to it from 
commercial and military points of view. 
He did not propose to advocate or oppose 
the Nicaragua Canal, but would discuss 
it is an economist. 
Mr. Nimmo’s discourse was a statistical 
argument against the canal, and, as he 
said, the keynote ot his remarks was in- 
vestigation before investing.“ From New 
York to Manila the Suez Canal it is 
11,500 miles. Fro ew York to Manila by 
the Nicaragua Canal it is 11,700 miles. From 
London to Manila by the Suez Canal it is 
14,600 miles. From London to Manila it 
would be 14,600 miles via the Nicaragua 
Canal. The difference in coal and lockage 
via Nicaragua would make a difference 
equal to 2,000 miles to New York and 7,000 
miles to London. 

Mr. Nimmo did not believe commerce 
would go via Nicaragua from this coun- 
try, and it was absurd to think there would 
be any European commerce that way. The 
natural transportation through the canal 
would be the commerce of the Western 
with the Eastern coast. This would have to 
come in competition with the transconti- 
nental roads. 

The railroad was the most effective ave- 
nue of commerce possible. They get the 
passengers, the mail, the express, And the 
higher freights the minute they are con- 
structed, leaving nothing to the water but 
the lower freights, and these the railroads 
are ready to compete for. Mr. Nimmo did 
net believe the canal would carry 500,000 
tons annually. The Suez Canal would not 
be such a commerelal success if there was 
any railroad competition. One good rail- 
road line would n financial disaster 
‘to the canal. It is time to stop romancing 
about the Nicaragua Canal, he said, and 
get down to facts. Men interested in the 
canal had tried for years to get capital 
interested and could not get a dollar, even 
when there are millions lying around wait- 
ing for investment. This is because finan- 
clers had investigated and decided the 
scheme was no good. In closing he offered 
a resolution that it be the sense of the

Carl Schurz Against Expansion. 


The question of territorial expansion was 
taken up at the afternoon session, which 
‘began at 3 o'clock and continued till 6:30. 

As an anti-expansionist Carl Schurz made 
the opening address. He said the future for- 
eign policy of the United States would de- 
pend on the peace signed between this coun- 
try and Spain. It is true that a preliminary 
protocol has been signed, but a treaty of 
peace must be ratified by the United States. 

Mr. Schurz said he would consider the 
question as if it were stillan open one. He 
spoke of the declaration of the United 
States that Cuba should be free and inde- 
pendent as a means of justifying this war 
in the eyes of the world We were impelled 
from a noble sense of disinterestedness to 
interfere. The solemn pretensions of the 
United States that this is a war in behalf 
of humanity were recounted by the speaker. 
After all, would the annexation of these 

acquired islands be desirable? They are 

located in the tropics and have a mixed popu- 
lation. The annexationists were challenged 
to point out a single tropical country whose 
inhabitants were fitted to carry out a dem- 
ocratic government or become citizens of a 
republic. 

Perhaps the best country of this character 
is the most northern one, Mexico, and there 
the government is a sort of a military des- 
potism, which would not be tolerated here 
a week. But that it has been able to en- 
dure so long speaks volumes for the ability 


of President , but what will become of 
Mexico after he ~ gone? 
Democracy Foreign to the Tropics. 


Again the advocates of expansion were 
challenged to point a single tropical coun- 
try where a stream of Anglo-Saxon immigra- 
tion, or, more properly, Germanic, succeed- 
ed in imparting a Germanic strain to the 
population. The Anglo-Saxon may have ex- 
ercised arbitrary authority in the tropics 
but never established democracy. .- 

Of course, Mr. Schurz said, no sane Ameri- 
can would think of admitting the Filipinos 
to help govern us. Concerning Porto Rico, 
if annexed, it would bring a population of 
900,000, two United States Senators, five 
Representatives, and seven votes in the 
Electoral College. Not a great deal, seem- 
ingly, but a great deal when the political 
parties run close, as they often do. | 

Now we hear that if the people of Cuba 
show their incapacity for self-government 
we should annext the island. In other words, 
if the Cubans should not be able to govern 
themselves we shouid take them in and per- 


mit them to govern us.

Four months ago we were occupied, to 
the exclusion of all things else, with the 
thoughts of our own fields, forests, mines, 
and manufactures. National isolation may 
have advantages, but it has its dangers 
as well. It was, in my judgment, a provi- 
dential hand, gloved in the smoke of bat- 
tles, that led us fr these confining 
boundaries to the mountain spur we now oc- 
cupy. Without the sacrifice of righteous- 
ness or of honor, but as the ministers of 
both, the invitation comes to take our share 
in the opportunities and responsibilities of 
this wider field. To the statesmanship of 
America this problem is now presented; a 
larger one will never arise. 

The immediate question, the one that, by 
its solution, will either bring us into, or 
us out of, this larger national sphere, re- 
lates to the permanent occupation of our 
Spanish conquests. 


Should Hold the Islands. 


“I favor the acquisition of Porto Rico, 
partly because the moral of this

But before coming to the consideration 
of Asia, as the most interesting and im- 
portant object of our future foreign policy, 
I. purpose to take notice of two objections 
urged by our opponents, that appear to me 
to be largely sentimental. 

“The first of these is, that the war was 
not started as one of conquest and ought 
not to be diverted into such now. I grant 
that, provided that it was meant that such 
was not the dominant object of the war. 
The casus belli was Spain's refusal to com- 

ply with our just demand in favor of Cuban 
independence. The demand itself was lim- 
ited to Cuba, and involved no thought of any 
conquest. Thus far the contention is sound. 

But it must not be forgotten that Spain 
elected to take the consequences of war. 
Put to the alternative of war, it became our 
right to strike wherever opportunity of- 
fered; more than that, it became our duty to 
strike under that higher law which com- 
mands that war shall be made short and de- 


cisive. 
Resolutions Not a Bar. 


“But the resolutions passed by Co 

do they not estop us from acquiring Spanish 
territory? Let us see. “The resolution was 
drawn by the Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions of the two Houses, by men having 
knowledge of the laws and usages of war. 
It deals in terms with Cuba alone. An an- 
nouncement, at that time, respecting the 
disposition, not of Cuba, but of the prizes of 
war, would have been both foolish and pre- 
mature. 

Ido not say that we may not return to 

Spain, at the close of the war, all or any of 
the islands conquered. What I mean to 

controvert is that Congress, in advance, 

made such a foolish, aye, such a wicked 

stipulation. But if there can be rightfully 
read in these resolutions no promise to re- 

turn to Spain the captures of the war, to 

whom did Congress mean that they should 
be returned? Then to whom does the en- 

gagement run? If we are under no engage- 

ment to Spain, nor to the other powers re- 

specting the return of these capture, this 

supposed promise must have run in favor of 

the populations on the islands themselves. 

But do you not, gentlemen, remember that it 

was our battleships, not the battleships of 
these islands, that cut loose from organized 

government? Are we under bond to adban- 

don them to chaos and anarchy? Have we 


any right so to do?

Two large warships are to be built by the 
Cramps shipbuilding company for the Rus- 
sian government. Russia having noted the 
excellent work done by this firm has entered 
into a contract with it for a battleship and 
a protected cruiser. The battleship is to be 
12,000 tons burden and according to the con- 
tract it will have a speed of eighteen knots. 
It will be fitted out with all the latest im- 
provements, having steel armor and copper- 
sheathed bottoms. The protected cruiser 
will be of 6,500 tons burden and have a con- 
tract speed of twenty-three knots. It will 
be built upon the same lines as the Ameri- 
can cruiser Olympia, but will be stronger and 
better in every respect. All the guns for 
these vessels will be placed on board by the 
Russian government. The battleship will 
be fitted out with four twelve-inch and 
ten six-inch breech-loading guns. It will 
have also heavy secondary batteries. For 
its primary batteries the cruiser will be pro- 
vided with eight and six inch rapid-fire 
guns and will also mount strong secondary 
batteries. In the contract made by Russia 
with the builders it is stipulated that the 
ships on their trial trips must maintain the 
contract speed for twelve hours. Usually 
vessels on these trips are required to make 
stated speed for only four hours.

"Breezy Book on the Philippines. 


Yesterdays in the Philippines. By Jo- 
seph Darle Stevens. Illustrated. Charles 
Scribner’s Sons. 

If Joseph Earle Stevens had not marred 
his * te in the with 
an unpatriotic preface about the islands 

being too far away and too hard for Ameri- 

* eans to govern, he would have made a thor- 
oughly commendable book. It is breezy 
and often witty, and it gives an insight 
into the dally life of the natives and resi- 
dents of Manila that is as timely as it is 
interesting. 

Mr. Stevens went to Manila a few years 
ago as a representative of a large Boston 
firm of hemp importers—the only Ameri- 
éan firm in Manila—and he lived there near- 
ly two years, finally coming home only after 
the present disturbances had approached 
s0 close as to make it unpleasant for any 
American to live within the power of the 
corrupt Spanish officials. During that time 
he made many long excursions to the inte- 
rior of Luzon and to other islands of the 
group, and his descriptions of what he 
saw are bright, critical, and accurate. He 
writes in an informal and almost slangy 
epistolary style, but he never fails to be 
interesting.

Life on the Yukon. 
The Rainbow's End: Alaska. By Alice 
Palmer Henderson. Illustrated. Her- 


bert 8. Stone & Co. ö 

Mrs. Henderson had the good fortune to 
be in Alaska when the first Klondike treas- 
ure ships were coming out, but she seems to 
have escaped the gold fever. She has gath- 
ered into a comely volume of 300 pages an 
enormous amdunt of information about 
Alaska, but only a minor portion of the space 
is devoted to the gold flelds. She says some 
rather discouraging things to would-be pros- 
pectors, and her advice to women thinking 
of going to Alaska for a livelihood is, Don't. 
But she has written a valuable chapter on. 
the resources of the country, and she gives 
data to prove that when genuine quartz 
mining begins in the Yukon region there will 
be larger cargoes of gold coming out every 
year than any yet secured in the Klondike 
placer diggings. 

The Alaskan natives and their strange 
ways and ideas are what interest Mrs. Hen- 
derson most, and she has gathered at first 
hand some entirely new and thoroughly in- 
teresting material about the various Eskimo 
and Tineh tribes from the Malamtes of the 
Yukon delta to the Indians of the upper 
Yukon. She has jumbled her materiais to- 
gether in a way far from scientific, but none 
the less attractive; indeed, the thoroughly 
feminine style in which she jumps from facts 
to sentiment, and from sentiment to curios, 
and from curios to religious philosophy is 
one of the charms of the book. 

It is pleasing to note that Mrs. Henderson 
devotes a chapter to a sketch of Dr. Sheldon 
Jackson and his great work as Superintend- 
ent of Education in Alaska. This is natu- 
rally accompanied with a chapter on rein- 
deer and their introduction into the bleak 
tundras by Dr. Jackson from Siberia and 
Lapland. The author is strong in the faith 
that the rivers and the reindeer are the 


future means of transportation in Alaska. 


She devotes a chapter to dogs, but it is clear 
that the wolf-like Alaskan dog did not win 
her entire admiration, and so she assumes 
that he has had his day. 

Mrs. Henderson’s volume is given an addi- 


tional local interest by the fact that it telle 


the almost forgotten story of how Robert 
Kennicott, the naturalist and founder of the 
Chicago Academy of Sciences, met his death 
in the Alaskan wilderness at Nulato in 1866. 
Mr. Kennicott was only 30 years of age when 
he died, but he had already attained a na- 
tional reputation as a scientist and as a 
worker for the Smithsonian Institution at 
Washington. He was at the head of a gov- 
ernment survey party at the time of his 
death. A cross, with a simple inscription, 
still stands at Nulato in memory of this first 
Chicago pioneer in the Yukon wilds. 

Those who wish to learn of the customs of 
the Yukon natives, their myths and supersti- 
tions, their queer houses and revolting hab- 
its, and also much about the vast resources 
of the streams and mountains on which they 
live will find these things told in a swiftly 
running narrative in Mrs. Henderson's book. 
The volume is a monument to the author's 
courage and to her genius for absorbing 


‘knowledge. 


Some Sad Stories and Others. 
Life Is Life. By Zack. Charles Scrib- 
ner’s Sons. 

Attractive covers and inside them matter 
that is better than attractive—strong and 
well-written sketches, if somber and almost 
tragic in spots, yet so true to human na- 
ture and to life that they live in memory. 
‘Thus may be summarized this volume of 
sketches. The first of the sketches and the 
one from which the book takes its name 
ig an English dialect story. It is that ofa 
child passed off by a rough as the son of 
a gentleman who had died in Australia. 
Tho child, a boy, is brought up in an old 
English home by his supposed grandfather. 
He finally wins leave to go to Australia to 
hunt for trace of his dead parents. There 
his life is hard and he is finally blinded 
by angry strikers. Then he finds one of 
these brutes is his real father and that his 
mother died mad. His father is convicted 
of manslaughter and finally dies. The boy 
struggles on and meets a blind umbrella 
mender—a beautiful character—whot helps 
him and teaches him his trade. Letters 
come to him from England, but he can- 
not bear to have strangers read them to 
him, so he leaves them unopened for months. 
Finally the poor wife of the umbrella men- 
der finds them in his pocket, and in one is 
money for him to go home with. He final- 
ly goes, promising to return to the poor 
people. The story in itself is simple, but 
each character stands out. Of the other 
stories The Failure of Flipperty and 
the Busted Blue Doll” are Australian 
mining stories and sad. The English 
Girl’s Christmas Presents” is a story of 
Dresden, and lighter and prettier. “.The 
Red-Haired Man's Dream is bitterly sad. 
The other half dozen or so are shorter, but 
in the same vivid style. It is a book that 
might be read more than once.

It is nothing more or less than the re- 
vision of the inventory of the contents of all 
the royal palaces, with a view of dis- 
tinguishing between the articles which con- 
stitute the personal belongings of the Queen 
herself and those which are the property 


of the crown.

the possession of the Prince of Wales, as the 
sovereign has but a life tenure in their own- 
ership, which lapses in the event of death or 
abdication. 

The Queen's own personal belongings, 
which are colossal in number, she is free to 
dſspose of as she sees fit at her death, 

The inventory is contained in a species of 
immense encyclopedia, comprising more 
then sixty bulky folio volumes. Minute 
particulars are given of the origin, descrip- 
tion, and value of every item, and in most 
cases the information is completed by ama- 
teur photographs of the object. 

The list is constantly growing, as scarce- 
ly a day passes without her Majesty re- 
ceiving some sort of a gift either from her 
subjects, or from some of her Indian vassals, 
or else from foreign royal personages and 
relatives. The gifts which she received 
on the occasion of her golden jubilee and of 
her diamond jubilee ten years later fill na 
jess than four volumes. 

It was the Prince Consort who first start- 
ed the idea of keeping this inventory, owing 
to the immense amount of crown property 
in the shape of jewels, plate, art treasures, 
and bric-A-~brac that had been unlawfully 
distributed by King George IV. among his 
various sultanas, or else which had been 
deliberately appropriated by unscrupulous 
members of his entourage, and of that of his 
guccessor, King William IV., every facility 
being afforded for such thefts through the 
extraordinary confusion that prevailed in 
every branch of the royal household untfl 
the time of Queen Victoria's marriage. 

Today every single piece of royal and 
crown property is inventoried, and it is 
Just as difficult to make away with a humble 
chest of drawers in use by one of the foot- 
men as it is to purloin a priceless piece of 
Sevres procelain or a jeweled snuff box. 

Every item of property may be said to re- 
ceive equal attention on the part of the in- 
spectors of palaces and their staffs, and no 
| sooner has the court left Windsor for Os- 

borne or Balmoral, than every carpet at the 
castle is rolled up, every piece of furniture 
protected by hollagd or chintz coverings, 
while even silk wall hangings and panels 
are carefully hidden — the light. 


One of the eee which Queen Vic- 
jtoria enjoys by reason of her age and sta- 
‘tion is that she is exempt from all the trouble 
and excitement of packing and unpacking, 
differing in this respect from Queen Mar- 
guerite of Italy, who always insists upon 
packing her favorite pieces of bric-A-brac 
and choicest personal belongings herself. 

Queen Victoria’s packing is done for her 
by a staff of servants who figure in the 
royal household under the name of “ — 
giers,’”’ the name dating back to the days 
when the Kings and Queens of England 
were wont to carry about their carpets, and 
their wall tapestries, and hangings from 
one palace to another. 

These tapissiers have huge wooden travel- 
ing boges, so devised as to offer a separate 
receptacle for each one of those numerous 
bjects of interest and utility, such as 
ramed portraits, favorite books, and al- 
ums, dispatch boxes, work boxes, etc., 
which the Queen insists on always having 
around her. 

There is no old lady in existence more 
particular about these familiar belongings, 
to which with increasing years she seems 
to cling more and more tenaciously. And 
It was but the other day that, having decid- 
ed to drive to a certain place in the vicinity 
| of Balmoral, a carriage was got out mere- 
ly for the purpose of conveying beforehand 
to her destination the favorite chairin which 
she is accustomed to sit when taking her 
afternoon tea.

and Porto. Rico. The scarcity of food sup-. 
‘plies in those islands due to the blockade 
will doubtless keep food prices rather high 


that trade for the next few months or 80 
may be on somewhat advantageous terms to

It is recognized umong local packers that 
there is a great opportunity for the exten- 
‘sion of their market in the West Indies—with 
the new era of peace, security, and good 
government at hand and as the purchasing 
‘power of the inhabitants becomes increased 
‘through the recuperation which follows the 
cessation of oppression and war. Even 
under the régime of misgovernment of the 
past few years the trade of the Chicago 
packers’ with Cuba and Porto Rico has been 
no small item of their business. Cuba is 
furnished by local houses each year with 
from 22,000,000 to 48,000,000 pounds of lard 
and some 10,000,000 pounds of ham, bacon, 
and other packing-house products. Porto 
‘Rico has also been a good customer for the

Brings Expansion.

Relations with Cuba 
and Porto Rico Must Soon 
Be Resumed. 


IN THE BUSINESS 


Ney York, Aug. 19.—R. G. Dun & Co. in 
their weekly review of trade will say: 
A war which brought no shrinkage of busi- 


ness while it lasted has brought with its 


ending a quite remarkable expansion. Or- 
ders and purchases have increased in nearly 
all branches, few as yet being of such nature 
that they can be attributed to the material 
enlargement of trade with the lately Spanish 
isiands which must come a little later. 

It is odd that the iron industry, while re- 
porting decline in products, shows more sur- 
prising gain in business than any other. 
Both returns of output Aug. 1 show consid- 
erable decrease from July 1, but more than 
the entire decrease is caused by the stop- 
page of two Shenango and four Mahoning 
furnaces under agreement to force higher 
prices for bessemer pigs. In all other States 
showing change @utput increased, excepting 
for one furnace in Virginia. The demand for 
finished products expands remarkably, con- 
sidering the enormous orders prior to July, 
which crowd some of the biggest works until 
Decem 


Structural orders include many bridges 
and the Drainage Canal contract for 4,000 
tons at Chicago; plates and bars are in 
stronger demand; nails have advanced 5 
cents and beams and angles as much, and 
bars 10 cents at Pittsburg. Tinplate works 
which require 40,000 tons per month have 
been buying 160,000 tons bars, and steel 
works there have bought 125,000 tons pig, 
raising the price to $10.40. Grey forge also 
advances, and Dastern anthracite and South- 
ern pig at Chicago haye advanced 25 cents. 

There is a genéral advance in the minor 
metals, copper to 12 cents for lake, lead to 


4.07%, and, while tin and tinplates are un- 


changed, both are stronger. Shipments of 
boots and shoes in three weeks of August 
are the largest ever known, though but 1.4 
per cent larger than in 1895, being 10 per cent 
larger than last year and 16 per cent larger 
than in 1892. In spite of general refusal of 
buyers to pay advances asked, purchases are 
continuous and keep works busy, many hav- 
ing orders for a month or two ahead. 
Leather .has slightly yielded in some 
grades, with scarcely any buying ahead of

last week, and have not changed. There 
appears a gradual accommodation of prices 
of materials to the necessities of boot and 
shoe distributers.

WII ENFORCE 
FENDER LAW. 


Commissioner McGann Orders 


a Report on Preparations 
of Street Railways. 


LONG LIST OF ACCIDENTS. 


Police Records Show Many Killed 
and Injured Through Lack 
of Safeguards. 


SOUTH SIDE LINE MAY FIGHT. 


Commissioner McGann yesterday lnstruet- 
ed Superintendent of Streets Doherty to 
make an investigation and report to him on 
Monday what steps, if any, had been taken 
by the street railways of Chicago looking 
to the adoption of car fenders under the 
terms of the Nelson ordinance. The North 
Side Une has been testing a basket fender 
of late, and a statement of what success it 
has met with will be a part of the report. 

Speaking of the matter Commissioner Mc- 
Gann said he was getting ready to put 3 
Nelson ordinance into full effect on Sept. 1 
the railway companies having been notified 
they must provide basket fenders for all 
of their grip cars and electric motors on or 
before that date. 

So far as is known the Chicago City rail- 
way company has made no preparations to 
obey the law. At the City Hall it is be- 
lieved this company intends to deny the 
legality of the ordinance and fight it in the 
courts. The Yerkes lines have been experi- 
menting with the basket fender, but have 
made no sign to the city authorities as to 
their intentions in the matter. 

Commissioner McGann was incited to act 
by a report made by the Police department 
as to the loss of life caused by the absence 
of fenders during the nine and a half months 
in which the question of fenders has been 
agitated, and during which, for one cause or 
another, the companies have avoided pro- 
viding the safeguards. This report shows a 
total of sixty-two killed and 684 injured by 
street cars during the period defined, the 
great majority being children. 

Many children ranging in age from 4 to 14 
years were killed by being caught in front 
of the cars and dragged under the wheels. 
With fenders, the police say, this could not 
have happened. 

The detailed figures of the report are as 
follows:

Washington, D. C., Aug. 19.— The President 
today issued the following executive order, 
carrying into effect the tariff regulations

Executive Mansion, Aug. 19.—By virtue 
of the authority vested in me as Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the army and navy of 
the United States of America, I do hereby 
order and direct that upon the occupation 
and possession of any ports and places in

Charles H. Deere of [Moline Says 


There Has Been a Marked Change 


of Opinion in the Capital City 
with Regard to This Quest’on. 


Charles H. Deere of Moline, who had just 
returned from Washington, said yesterday 
at the Auditorium he found sentiment in 
that city had undergone recently a marked 
change with regard to the disposition to be 
made of the Philippine Islands, and that the 
prevailing opinion scemed to be this coun- 
try should hold all the territory acquired 
there by conquest in war. When asked if 
President McKinley showed any sign of 
elation at the successful conclusion of war 
he said: 

He left no doubt that he was greatly 
pleased at the close of hostilities and the 
eminently successful results which have at- 
tended the efforts of the American army 
and navy. But as to the questions which 
remain to be settied in connection with the 
war, I can't say that he unburdened him- 
self freely.

Some Alleged Sponsors of Her “ Me- 
morial Association Deny Knowl- 


edge of the Enterprise. 


One of the oddest after the war movements 
owes its origin to Mrs. S. H. Ricking. 2889 
South Park avenue. It was recently brought 
to the notice of Dr. F. H. Wines, Secretary 
of the Army and Navy league.

Dr. Wines wrote Secretary Rose and re- 
ceived an answer stating that he knew noth- 
ing of the alleged association. 

The paper continues to say that the memo- 
rial is not to be a senseless monument of 
stone, but a beautiful structure in this city 
for the collection of war mementoes, busts 
of the notables of this and foreign lands, 
with a museum, picture and art gallery, 
“where the life-size statue of the idol of. 
American, William McKinley, will be at the 
entrance.”’ 

It is stated that through the kindness of 
C. F. Gunther mail and contributions of 
money and articles for the museum may be 
sent to the Libby Prison Museum Mr. 
Gunther, in a letter to Dr. Wines, said the 
use of his name was unauthorized 

The paper further sets forth that space for 
memorial windows may be had upon applii- 
cation. One window will be reserved fora 
memoria) to the men lost on the Maine. 

Then follows mention of the sanitarium 
enterprise, which appears to have been an 
original and separate plan, at least as far 
as relates to actors and artists, and “‘ The 
National Social club.”

The Calumet 
Land company has written Dr. Wines saying 
it knows nothing about such donation.

EXPRESS COMPANIES FARE BADLY 
IN WAR TAX CONTENTION. 


Merchants and Shippers All Over the 

Country Combining to Resist Pay- 
| ing for the Stamps—Plan Is to Ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court—Twe Re- 
Sent Decisions — Santa Fe’s New 
Steamship Line May Touch at Ma- 
nila—Other Items. 


Express companies are having hard work 
to maintain their position in the revenue 
war tax contention. Merchants and ship- 
pers all over the country are combining 
to prevent the companies from making them 
pay the tax. The intention of the express 
companies is to take the matter to the 
United States Supreme Court, with the ex- 
pectation that a decision will not be ren- 
dered until the necessity for the collection 
of the tax has ceased. 

The Missouri Railroad: Commissioners 
last Wednesday decided the case brought 
by the St. Louis Traffic bureau. The de- 
cision is rather a peculiar one. While it is 
stated that the express companies should 
pay for the stamps, it is declared that as 
the tariff charges of the different compa- 
nies have not been increased the board has 
no authority in the matter. 

The Texas Railroad Commissioners, before 
whom the same question has been brought, 
have taken a different view of the case. 
They have refused to grant the petition 
of President Valentine of Wells, Fargo & 
Go. that the latter be not required to fur- 
nish the stamp. The reason assigned is 
that the war tax stamp, as collected from 
the shipper, is extortion. The commission 
expresses the belief that the express com- 
pany is required to pay for the stamp, and 
they have no alternative but to endeavor 
to enforce the law. 

May Use the Sny Levee. 

Chief Engineer Lincolm of the Wabash 
and Marcus Hardy and S. E. Hewes, Sny 
Levee commissioners, a few days ago went 
over the north end of the levee to determine 
its adaptability for the roadbed of the pro- 
posed Wabash line between Hannibal and 
Quincy. It is probable that it will be used. 
The Wabash has also received a proposition 
from the Burlington for the whole of its 
Quincy and Louisiana line. The matter will 
be decided at a meeting of the directors on 
Sept. 13. 

A new transpacific steamship line in con- 
nection with the Santa Fé will commence 
operations in October. It will be known as 
the California and Oriental Steamship com- 
pany, and will run between San Diego and 
the Hawalian Islands, Japan, and China. If 
the Philippines are acquired by the United 
States the steamers will run to Manila also.
